REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





Members of the Marlow School Board: 


Although I have been associated with you but five 
months, I feel that a report covering this short period is due 
you. : 

Marlow, along with other small towns of the state, has 
found the financial status of its school system temporarily 
lowered by the unexpected increase in high school tuition. This 
increase is due to the law passed by the legislature at its last 
session. The extra cost will be refunded to the town in our 
state aid adjustment for next year. Other changes, made neces- 
sary by law, have been completed and it seems that Marlow 
has now fully complied with all provisions of legislative enact- 
ment. ; 

The equipment of the school plant is satisfactory with the 
exception of the out buildings. Chemical toilets have been 
placed in a number of New Hampshire rural schools and found 
safeguards to health. There should then be some direct passage 
from school room to toilets. 

The teachers of your school, Miss Evelyn Starkey and 
Miss Margaret Thompson are doing very commendable work 
under conditions of unusual difficulty due to the overcrowding 
of the rooms. The fact that both are trained teachers has saved | 
us from a hopeless situation, which would be carried over 
from year to year in the form of poor scholarship. Poor schol- 
arship means the repeating of grades and repeaters cost the 
town money which we can ill afford. | | 

Particular attention has been paid this year to the two 
fundamentals—arithmetie and reading. The Courtis Standard 
Arithmetie Tests show your schools to be standard, when com- 
pared with those of the nation at large. Three standard tests 
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have been given in reading—the Burgess, the Monroe and the 
Detroit. At the end of the year these will be repeated to de- 
termine the exact amount of improvement made and the stand- 
ards attained during the year 1925-1926. We expect to report 
decided advancement in this important subject, An increased 
library of supplementary readers and children’s story books 
could be well utilized in this connection. 

During the past year tardiness and absence continued to be 
a problem. This year, however, an improvement is noticeable. 
I wish to thank the parents for their help in this matter. 
Promptness is one of the essential characteristics of a success- 
ful business career. Lack of it has caused many a failure. Let 
us help the children to become business successes. 

During the past five months the superintendent has made 
thirty-three visits to Marlow, thirty of the schools and three 
incidental to the work of the schools. Two teachers’ meetings 
have been held in addition to numerous conferences after visits. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the helpful advice 
and friendly suggestion received from your school board. Such 
cooperation cannot but accomplish results that will be a benefit 
to the town of Marlow and its greatest asset—its children.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following is the report of the Marlow school board 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925. 

The most noticeable improvement in plant, which properly 
comes into this year’s report, is the much needed freshening 
of wall, ceiling, etc., in the lower grades room, the putting on 
of which called for much patching of plastering and gave the 
room a look of refinement calculated to inspire good taste in 
the pupils. The broken, unsafe stove in that room was also 
replaced by a new one, which will appear in the expenses of 
next year. : 

We are sorry to again draw on next year’s appropriation 
to meet this year’s expenses, with evident inconvenience to 
that year’s expenses. The transportation of all pupils to the 
village school is our heaviest expense, and still some of the 
agents feel their pay is inadequate. This expense, however, 
seems necessary in order that all the pupils in town have 
equal school advantages. 

The upper grades room was again in charge of Mrs. L. 
Alice Douglas who has so endeared herself to both pupils. and 
parents, that the work could not be other than successful. The 
lower grades room was less fortunate, having been supplied 
by the Normal School with practice teachers. Their lack of 
experience and brief terms of service—nine weeks each— 
prevented the smooth working of the school machinery. 

Again we invite parents to cooperate with the teachers, 
thus all working for the best interest of the children. We 
feel ike thanking those who do already show this interest and
